The was attended by a scene 
which bordered upon a serious panic. The 
crowds began to gather in front of the Acad- 
emy, in Sixty-sixth street, near Eighth ave- 
nue, as early as 7 o'clock: Before 7:30 
o’cleck the Academy, which seats 7,000 peo- 
ple, was packed, and there were still thou- 
sands on the outside clamoring for admit- 
} tance. Hundreds of these were men with 
_tlekets and hundreds were women. : 
The big force of police waa utterly power- 
less to handle the wild crowd which surged 
up to the narrow door of the Academy on 
Sixty-sixth.street. The crush was terrific. 
Women caught in the press moaned with 
terror, and the perepiration rolled down the 
taces of the men. 


three persons can 
and yet several thousand made frantic efforts 
to reach it even after the police, who were 
trying to beat them back, had shouted that 
there was absolutely no more room in the 


hall. 
Police Struggle with Mob. 

The police struggied and struggled, but 
their efforts were futile. They did every- 
thing they could to beat the mob back except 
use their clubs. Some of them became per- 
fectly helpless and, giving up all effort to 
bring order out of the chaos, resigned them- 
selves to being carried along with the crowd. 

One woman fainted near the door. and it 
was only by the most heroic efforts she could 
be rescued. Several other women fainted 
farther back in the crowd. So far as could 
be ascertained no one was seriously injured, 
but it is certain hundreds were made sore by 
the serious jostling they received. 

Tou are breaking my neck! for God's 
Sake take your elbow away,” shouted one 
man, and similar exclamations were fre- 
quent. 

As a final resort the police shut the glass 
doors, but the crowd was not to be dissuaded 
by this move. The leaders planted them- 
selves against the doors with such force that 
it seemed as if there was danger of the glass 
being broken. 

In a few minutes the doors were opened 
again, and again the wild rush was repeated. 
Women's hats were crushed and ruined. 
some men had all they could do to keep their 
coats on their backs, such was the hauling 
and pulling. 

Tt was suggested to the police by some that 
they would do better with the crowd if they 
would get behind and scatter it from the out- 
side, but they made no effort to dothis. They 
contented themselves with the hopeless task 
of trying to beat back the people from the 
front. 

When the panic was at its heighta Captain 
ot police shouted out that the managers of 
the mass-meeting had hired St. Nicholas 
Rink for an overflow meeting and that if they 
would go there the speakers who were to 
speak in the Academy would address them. 
Rut the suggestion failed to move the crowd. 
They evidently feared they were being 
duped. 

Cast Slurs on Police. % 

Many persone in the crowd cast urs at 
the police for trying to keep them out of the 
Academy. They could not believe that 7.000 
people had really entered the hall half an 
hour before the time set for the opening of 
the meeting, and they jeered at the officers 
with such remerks as: Say, did Devery 
tell you to keep us out? * Are you trying to 
break up this meeting?” ‘‘ Deveryism. 
Deveryiem!”’ and the like. Some of those 
who made these remarks. and ehowed a dis- 
position to override the police, were rather 

roughly handied, but no one received more 
than a good, hard push or a cuff. 

It was not until Senator Depew had ar- 
rived, and a flying wedge of policemen had, 
with much difficulty, made a way for him to 
the hall, that the crowd began to give up 
hopes and to slowly fall back. Many of the 
Vice Presidents of the meeting never did get 
into the Academy. But even after Senator 
Depew had begun his speech the shouts of the 
crowds in the streets could be heard. 


Crowd Cheers Depew. 

The scene in the Academy wher? Senator 
Depew came upon the platform was one of 
briliancy and enthusiasm. There were a 
thousand or more women present. 

As Benator Depew was sighted the entire. 
audience rose to its feet and cheered. The 
men waved their hats and the women their 
handkerchiefs. 

The scenes which attended the opening of 
the meeting impressed the speakers as they 
did the crowd, and when Chairman Seymour, 
in iis introductory address, said:

nization *’ began to be heard from. The 
inct secretaries sent in long lists—some- 
times a prepared one, sometimes simply a 
copy of the registry lists of the precinct. It 
was admitted that the lists were not made 
up of the names of candidates who had pre- 
sented themselves, but had been got up 
by one or two men putting down all the 
mames they could think of. 7 


Frankness of One Secretary. 


One secretary was frank enough to in- 
dorse his list as follows: 

There are the names of some Democrats, 
a few men who have moved away, and 
more who are dead on the list, but the lat- 
ter have been resurrected as a result of 
organization diligence.”’ 

Altogether the names sent to the secre- 
tary by these and other methods has swelled 
the potential roster of the club up to a total 
of 7,160 votes and were they all to qualify

ELEVEN KILLED 
BY ANTITOXIN. 


Children in St. Louis Treated 
for Diphtheria Die of Lock - 
jaw Caused by Use 
of Serum. 


MANY MORE IN DANGER. 


Several Victims Were in Good 
Health When Cultures Were 
Applied as Precaution- 
ary Measures. 


FOUR IN FAMILY

St. Louis, Mo., Nov. 1.—[Special.]—Bleven 
children inoculated with diphtheria antitoxin 
have died of tetanus (lockjaw) in this city 
in the last few days. 

Eleven other children are suffering with 
lockjaw, with small hope of recovery. 

The fatalities are directly traceable to 
tetanus germs in the diphtheria antitoxin, 
and,, in fact, the health department, which 
has been giving the diphtheria antitoxin, is 
preparing to furnish with it another culture 
which will counteract any disposition toward 
lockjaw that may be provoked by the wae 
of the diphtheria antitoxin. . 

It is certain that in each case of lockjaw 
so far reported among the children the anti- 
toxin had been used either to prevent the 
children taking diphtheria or to attempt a 
cure of those whe already had it. 


New Deaths Reported. 

The following deaths were reported to the 
health department today:

The Health department has announced that 


no more diphtheria antitoxin will be manu- 
factured by the City of St. Louis. 


Eight Inquiries Being Made. 
The investigation ordered by the City Coro- 
ner to determine ‘positively the cause of the 
deaths of the eight children who are alleged 
to have died of lockjaw following the ad- 
ministration of the city’s antitoxin is being 
pushed and it is expected that its object will 
be accomplished in a few days. Drs. Bolton, 
Fish, and Waldron, three of the most ex- 


pertenced bacteriologists in St. Louis, are 


making tests with the antitoxin and the 
serum taken from the anne columns of the 
dead children. 
‘Source of derum Dead. 

Dr. Ravold, city bacteriologiat who made 
the antitoxin complained of from — 
taken from a horse which developed 
on Oct. 1 and Was shot, dpclares jhigt if the 
animals syatem. contained tetanus bacilli

The Keenan child was the sixth victim of 
tetanus, following the administration of dity 
antitoxin for diphtheria. . 

Her sister, Veronica Keenan, who died at 
the city hospital last Saturday, was the sec-. 
ond. Chester Keenan, aged 11, and Mamie 
Keenan, aged 10, the two remaining chil- 
dren in the family, are sick with tetanus, 
and are not expected to recover, 

Father Charges Carelessness. 


Their father, William Keenan, who re- 
turned from New York on learning of their 
fliness, says that the attending physicians 
have given up hope. He believes that the 
city departments intrusted with the manu- 
facture of the antitoxin did not exercise as 
much care as they should. 

„ The physicians tell me there is no possi- 
ble chance for the recovery of my chil- 
dren,” Mr. Keenan said. “They have 
done everything they could to cure them, 
but it seems that nothing known to medical 
science can restore them to health. 

Both y children who dled were per- 
fectly healthy when the injection was given 
them as a precautionary measure. 

It seems that I am bereaved because of 
carelessness somewhere.“ 

Veronica and Agnes, the two children who 
died, did not have diphtheria, but were in- 
oculated with ahtitoxin to prevent them from 
taking the diphtheria from Chester, who 
was afflicted with it. 

‘Among the new cases reported of children 
who are seriously ill from tetanus are Flora 
Fuerst, aged 8. of 1467 Francis street; Aman- 
da Schlegel, aged 10, of 2011 Natural Bridge 
road; and a daughter of M. G. Goldstein, Iiv- 
ing at Seventh and O’Fallon streets. 

Tests Prove the Danger. ‘ 

Results secured in an independent investi- 
gation at the Baptist Hospital have con- 
vinced Drs. A. B. Nichols, R. C. Harris, 
and C. C. Morris that the presence. of 
tetanus germs in the city antitoxin is in- 
disputable. A guineapig-which was inocu- 
lated on Wednesday night with a quantity 
of the antitoxin developed tetanus soon 
after and this morning was in the nan con- 
vulslons of the disease. 

“If the antitoxin were pure,” said Dr. 
Nichols, it would not have affected the 
guineapig. It is a sufficient practical dem- 
onstration that there were tetanus germs 
in the fluid. But to make the test absolutely 
conclusive we shall inoculate a second pig 
with the serum obtained from the spinal 
fluid of this one.“ 


The death of four St. Louls children, diph- 
theria patients, from lockjaw resulting from 
the administration of antitoxin, is ascribed 
by the Chicago Health department authori- 
ties to probable carelessness in the prepara- 
tion of the serum used. The local depart- 
ment uses serum made in New York under 
the supervision of the New York Department 
of Health, and this has always been found 
to be free of all foreign germs. No similar 
deaths have occurred in Chicago. Chief 
Medical Inspector Spalding says the anti- 


toxin used in St. Louis probably was in- 


fected.

Call at Bakery to Make Arrest and Are

Juvenile Officers Joseph Sherlock and An- 
drew Caparella were given a warm recep-.

Henry Lord Gay and two other representa- 
tives of the Chicago Architects’ Business as- 
sociation made affidavit yesterday before the 
Civil Service commission the erection of fire- 
traps is being permitted in Chicago, . The 
special instance cited was an apartment- 
house now being built at Forty-firgt street 
and Grand boulevard, but it was asserted that 
some forty buildings in that part of the city 


The flat in question is belng bullt dy 
Maurice Curran, and the city inspector in. 
whose territory it ts located is Thomas 
Scanian. The affidavit of the architects’. 
committee sets forth that the inside parti- 
tions, instead of being made of incombusti- 
ble material, as is demanded by the building 
ordinances in buildings of this kind, are 
simply wooden laths; that the greater part 
of the direct support of the joists rests on 
wooden spans; that the light shaft is inclosed. 
with combustible partitions, and that the 
kitchen flues are of galvanized iron and are. 
close to combustible wooden lath partitions. 

The affidavit is signed by Charles R. Adams, 
who, with Architect William W. Clay, accom- 
panied Mr. Gay before the commission. The 
commission seid they had appealed to the 
Building department in vain for the correc- 
tion of similar violations of the building 
ordinances which were constantly being al- 
lowed throughout the city.

BLOWS FOR-AN EX-THIEF. 


Men Are Said to Have Set U pon 
Boy Who Told of a 
Shakedown.“ 


TRY TO EXPLAIN BY LETTER. 


Detective Sergeants John J. Garrigan and 
Frank Stephens will appear before the Civil 
Service commission, probably on Nov. 12, to 
answer charges of brutality. The charges 


were indorsed yesterday by Chief O'Neill. 


It is said that the two men threw Thomas 
White, 19 years old, down the steps of the 
Harrison Street Police Station, then jumped 
on him as he lay at the bottom, and beat, 
choked, and kicked him until forced to desist 
by a bystander. White, who used to be a 
pickpocket, asserts that Garrigan and other 
detectives often had “ shaken him down 
for $5 or $10 under threat of arrest. 

White, who says he has reformed, asserts 
that he was walking quietly in State street 
last Tuesday when he was arrested by the 
detectives on suspicion and booked at Har- 
rison street on a charge of disorderly con- 
duct. On Thursday he appeared before Jus- 
tice Prindiville and testified that he had 
broken no law, but had been arrested on his 
record, which he admitted to be bad. He 
added that when he was stealing he often 
had been forced by Garrigan to share his 
winnings with the detective. 


Story of Brutal Blows. 
Stephens and Garrigan were angered that 
an ex-thief should cast aspersions on the 
honor of “ officers and gentlemen,” and wait- 
ed for him outside the courtroom. When they 


‘caught him, it is said, they threw him down

we, the undersigned, as the officers in the case, feel

White, whose right name is Thomas Burns, is 
one of the class of young men whose only occupa- 
tion is that of stealing, his particular line being 
that of pickpocket. He was idly loafing on State 
street yesterday afternoon when we arrested him. 
His description not answering to that of any one 
particularly wanted, he was booked late last night 
on a charge of disorderly conduct and à vagrancy 
warrant made out, as is customary, to be served 
on him when released on the disorderly charge 
this morning. 

When he was so released and out of the juris- 
diction of the court we rearrested him on the war- 
rant. He made a feeble resistance, but nothing 
to warrant any rough treatment at our hands, 
and we here respectfully assure you he received 
none. We treated the young man as officers 
should treat a prisoner, but his noisy protestations 
against being rearrested brought to his side many 
who believed he was being roughly handled.

BORKE PRUE BILL SPANDS 


GRAND JURY REFUSES, AFTER DE- 


BATE, TO RESCIND IT. 


Only Five Vote te Take Back Charge of 
Conspiracy Against Former City 011 
Inspector and His Deputy—Novem-. 
ber Investigators Will Have Prob- 
lem of Boiler Office on Their Hands— 
Admitted. That Perquisites Range 


from $700 to $2,000 a Month, 


The indictment voted against former City 
Oil Inspector Robert B. Burke and his chief 
deputy, Max Praeger, charging conspiracy 
to defraud the city by falsifying official rec- 
ords, will stand. After a fiercely waged bat- 
tle in the grand jury yesterday morning a mo- 
tion to reconsider the vote by which charges 
were found was defeated by an overwhelm- 
ing majority. It is now planned that thie, 
the second indictment found against Burke 
within five weeks, shall be returned formally 
this evening when the jury is discharged by 


Judge Ball. 


Burke’s friends on the jury made a deter- 
mined effort to have the action of Thursday 
rescinded. Heated arguments were made, 
and, after a long wrangle, the vote showed 
that the Burke sympathizers had dwindled 
in number, only five voting in the affirmative. 


Drafting the Indictment. 


Assistant State’s Attorney Blair is engaged 
in drafting the indictment which covers the 
cases of both Burke and Praeger. Every 
effort ts being made to avoid any technicali- 
ties which may result in releasing the former 
oil inspector, as was the case in the indict- 


ment returned by the September grand jury. 


Charges were made during the day that 
Burke’s friends outside the jury-room re: 


ceived news of all proceedings within the 
chamber before the State’s Attorney himself. 
The names of certain jurors were involved in 
this assertion that there was a leak.“ Dur- 
ing every hour of the day two Burke scouts 
were on hand quizzing jury members or wit- 
nesses.

The next grand jury will have the task of 
investigating the City Boiler Inspector's of- 
fice.

At subsequent 
meetings he asked them for more d-*nite in- 
formation, including the recommendations 
which they expect to make in their annual 
repoi ts, which are due next month. 


Meanwhile, as is well known. the President 


invited leading Senators to come to Wash- 
ington for the purpose of confererc? with 
him. Several have been here already and 
others are expected within the next week. 
He confers with these Senators in ihe freest 
and most direct manner, discussing public 
pon cies and soliciting their advice. 


As & result of this activity of the President 


the message in outline is now allin writing 
and the written discussion of certain subjects 
which will be treated in the document is 
completed. 


President Roosevelt dispatcnes public busi- 


ness with great rapidity, and this statement 
applies te his present foreharded work on 
the annual message. For the last two or 
three evenings he has even seen fit to forego 
Lis usual custom of having guests at dinner 
in order that he might work on his message. 
His work on the message has to be dono in 
the afternoon and evening, for tlie mornings 
are occupied almost entire'y with official 
visitors. 


The President is writing the message both 


by dictation and by his own hard. When he 


ictates it is usually to Assistant Secretary 


Loeb, who transcribes his shorchand notes 
prcmptly and returns the typewritten copy 
to the President, but a large pat of the mes- 
sage as it exists now is in the handwriting 
ef the President himself. The various frag- 
ments, each representing some ate sub- 
ject to be treated in the message, are pasted 
on large sheets of paper under head lines 
con ve nlent for quick reference. The result is 
a “rough draft” of the message as it will 
be sent to Congress five weeks from now.

TWO WITNESSES ARE HEARD

Practically all the evidence in the Schiey 
court of inquiry is in, and the case has been 
concluded except the arguments, which in all 
probability will begin on Monday afternoon 


and continue three or four days. 


One or two witnesses may be called on Mon- 
day, but there is no certainty about this, the 
Judge Advocate merely announcing that he

‘expenses.’ In some instances the ‘ expenses’ 
of the players would not be over five or ten 
cents, but they would get from 83 to $65.

Only the somewhat debatable law 
of strong contrastg would appear to justify 
such an arrangement. And yet, the rehearsal 
yesterday afternoon demonstrated clearly 
the excellence of Mr. Thomas’ judgment. It 
demonstrated also that Wagner and Bach, 
far apart though they stand in musical his- 
tory.and in popular estimate of their qual- 
ities as creative mueicians, have, after all, 
many things in common, and that their works 
are, in reality, not so dissimilar that placing 
them close together on a program need cause 
any impression of incongruity to disturb the 
listener’s peace of mind. 

Bach and counterpoint are almost inter- 
changeable terms, but Wagner and counter- 
point are, in general estimation, as 
‘moved from each other as are the poles. 
And yet it is doubtful if, since Bach, there 
has been so consummate a master of contra- 
puntal device and art as was Richard Wag- 
Certainly no one since Bach has thought 
so contrapuntally as did he at fimes, and in 
none of his writings has this mastery of 
counterpoint been so brilliantly and adroitly 
employed as in the prélude to Die Meister- 
The counterpoint here is not s0 
evident to the ear as itis in Bach—with Wag- 
ner it is always a means to an end, with Bach 
it is sometimes the end itself—but it is there, 
and it is its presence in abundant measure

F Mr. Laurence Housman wrote An Eng- 
liswoman’s Love Letters, then Mr. Lau- 
rence Housman is the author of A Mod- 
ern Antaeus.’’ Of the two books—now 
that we know that the love letters are 

not what they claim to be—I find the first 
more entertaining. They are wittier and in 
some respects wiser. ‘‘ A Modern Antaeus 
will be read because of its authorship. The 
publishers, Messrs. Doubleday, Page & Co., 
have been good enough to let me read the 
advance sheets of the book, which, while well 
written, is not the sort of book I care 
much for. There are, however, a great many 
people who do like this sort of a book, which 
is a fortunate thing for duthor and publisher. 
I would class it with what for want of a 
better name I call air-beating books. The 
author flounders about, he does not seem to 
have any set purpose, he is here, there, and 
everywhere. I do not mean by, this that I 
want all novels to be purpose novels—far 
from it. But I want them to have some 
definite aim, if it be only to entertain. 

Another thing, I do not care for the senti- 
mental child in literature, but then there is 
only a little of it in this story. Tristram was 
soon a man. There are a number of charac- 
ters in the book, but none seems real, with 
perhaps the exception of Lady Petwyn, who 
is much exaggerated but withal has human 
touches that the others have not. 

A Modern Antaeus is not a dull book. 
It is written with skill, but it has the same 
fault that was conspicuous in the love letters. 
It does not ring true. Perhaps if I were more 
sentimental I would like the book better. I 
wonder, by the way, if Mr. Housman is go- 
ing to lead a double life—one as Laurence 
Housman, poet and essayist, the other as the 
woman who wrote the love letters? The 
sooner he forgets his petticoats and goes 
back to trousers the better, though even in 
trousers he has his shortcomings.

Some Delicious Humor’ 
“Cashel Byron's Profession.“ By G. 
Bernard Shaw. H. 8. Stone & Co. 

That erratic and amusing genius, George 


Bernard Shaw, has indulged in another of 
his jokes.. Through H. 8. Stone & Co. he 


? 


has issued a republication of his novel, 
„ Cashei Byron’s Profession,“ with a number 


of prefaces, addenda, and other things. The 
novel has been printed several times before. 
As he tells in one of the prefaces, it was one 
of five novels he wrote in his nonage, and 
first appeared in a socialistic publication 
in London in 1882. Afterwards it appeared 
in book form, and again ih America after he 
had attained to some prominence as a critic. 
He got nothing from it but a delicious letter 
of commendation from Stevenson, who thus 
analyzed it:

That is the equation as it stands. What it may 
become I don’t know, nor any other man. Vixere 
fortes—O, let him remember that—let him beware 
of his damned century, his gifts of insane chivalry, 
and animated narration are just those that might 
be slain and thrown out like an untimely birth by 
the Demon of the Epoch. ‘ 

And if he only knew how I enjoyed the chivairy! 
Bashville—O, Bashville! J’en chortle! (which is 
finely polygiot). 

Aside from the enjoyment of the exquisite 
burlesque of the whole performance, there 
is something genuinely amusing in the atti- 
tude of Mr. Shaw’s performance, this poking 
fun at himself, his subject, his work, and 
his fellow authors. There is no other author 
in the English speaking world who appar- 
ently takes himself less seriously than he. 
Who else would have republished this thing 
with that side-splitting preface, and then, 
as if to cap the climax, turn the story into a 
blank verse play—a story and a blank verse 
piay with a modern prizefighter as the hero. 
It is no wonder Stevenson chortled. Of 
course, the play has a preface. Mr. Shaw 
loses no opportunity to write one, and then, 
as if to give the purchaser the worth of his 
money, he adds an essay on prizefighting, 
which is classic and valuable. 

“It may be asked,“ he says, why I have 
written The Admirable Bashville in blank 
verse. My answer is that I had but a week 
to write it in. Blank verse is so childishly 
easy and expeditious (hence, by the way, 
Snakspeare’s copious output), that by adopt-. 
ing it I was enabled to do within the week 
what Would have cost me a month in prose.“ 

Then he goes into a dissertation on blank 
verse and Elizabethan dramatists which is 
simply killing. You can’t tell whether he 
is serious or joshing,“ and the best thing 
about it Is that you don’t care. He talks 
about Kyd, Peele, Greene, Marlowe, Mid- 
dieton, Ben Jonson, the copyright law, and 
the borough council. He knocks Marlowe 
out in one round and disposes of the others 
by scientific upper cuts and left hooks in 
the most definite way. , 


He admits interpolating lines from Shaks- 


peare, Marlowe, and others into his blank 
verse play in order to make the critics keep 
their hands off. The whole book, from cover 
to cover, is one to be read in private and

A Well-Edited Hymnal. ; 5 
Gloria Deo.” Funk & Wagnalls Com- 
pany. 

Gloria Deo is the title given a new un- 
denominational hymnal which the Funk & 
Wagnalis company has just published. The 
volume has many excellencies to commend 


it to church-goers, and only one quality to 


which exception possibly might be taken— 
the book weighs so much that to many per- 
sons the holding of it will prove tiring to 
the hand. 

The selection of hymns and tunes has been 
made with evident care by some person or 
persons experienced in church work and 
the needs of various congregations.’

TELEPHONE “STRAPHOLDERS. 

The crowding of local telephone facilities 
has reached a point where it approximates 
the crowding of local transportation facili- 
ties. In other words, telephone users are 
reduced to mere strapholders in a consider- 
able fraction of the cases in which they 
resort to their instruments. They are 
crowded out of proper accommodatons by 
the overburdening of inadequate facilities, 
which has been increasing at an acceler- 
ated rate of late. : 

If a person has five telephone calls to make 
he js practically certain to have an annoy- 
ing experience of bad service in one of the 
five instances. He will either have to wait 
an unreasonable length of time for atten- 
tion at the start, or his subsequent signals 
to have the unresponding party rung again 
will be long unnoticed, or he will be assured 
by the operator that she is trying to get 
his “ party,” whereas her failure is appar- 
ently due, not to the “ party,“ but to a lack 
of sufficient trunk lines; or he will be 
“ crossed,” or prematurely “ cut off,” or in- 
definitely hung up on some abortive and 
mysterious connection which neither con- 
nects nor yields answers to frantic signals, 
or he will receive the busy signal“ wow, 
wow, wow —only to find, after trying again, 
that the desired line is out of order and 
that no system exists for promptly apprising 
operators of such casualties and so saving 
subscribers from waste of time in fruitless / 
calls. At the same time subscribers must 
pay charges which carry the prices of the 
stock of the company to from $221 to $225 
per share and provoke eager application for 
rival privileges. 

St. Louis’ telephone service is far superior 
to that of Chicago, is much more generally 
distributed, and costs much less per phone. 
The reason is that there are two rival com- 
panies there. The advent of the newcomer 
three years ago jogged the old company out 
of its lethargic urity and compelled it 
to raise its service to a high degree of effi- 
ciency. Today both companies in St. Louis 
are keen and approximately equal rivals for 
popular support. St. Louis, too, is a type of 
a large number of American. cities where, 
within the last few years, the monopoly of 
the old telephone companies has been in- 
vaded with the result of bringing greatly 
improved service, extending the number of 


' telephones, and reducing the average cost 


per instrument. Of course there is the dis- 
advantage in those cases that every sub- 
scriber who would be in communication 


with all the local telephone subscribers 


must pay for and give space to the instru- 
ments of both companies. Nor is there any 
assurance—beyond the great profitableness 
of thus entrapping double subscriptions 
against combination at any time by compet 
itors. In other words, competition is an un- 
reliable, inconvenient, and expensive guar- 
anty for the public. Yet it does, at least, 
bring good service. 

The question here is as to whether Chicago 
cannot get reasonable telephone develop- 
ment, accommodations, and charges from a 
monopoly on the basis of public regulation— 
which is the only alternative guaranty. 
Some fair and welkconsidered action in this 
direction, concéived and carried out, not in 
any grand stand spirit, but with intelli- 
gent appreciation for the broad and legiti- 
mate interests involved, would be of great 
benefit to this community. The telephone 
“strapholder” challenges relief at the 
hands of the municipal statesman. 


ALLEGED WHOLESALE POISONING. 

A few weeks ago Mary Belle Witwer of 
Dayton, O., was arrested upon suspicion of 
poisoning her sister, and is now held pending 
the police investigation. Since her arrest 
neighbors and. acquaintances of the woman 
have reported the sudden death of twelve 
persons who have been associated with her, 
including three husbands, five persons in 
whose families she had served as house- 
keeper, and four children, It is due to Mrs. 
Witwer, however, to say that she stoutly 
protests her innocence, and that incriminat- 
ing evidence has not yet been found, though, 
if she is innocent, superstifious persons will 


| shun making her acquaintance, which they 


will regard as dangerous to personal safety. 
Close upon the heels of the Witwer case 
follows the arraignment of Jane Toppan at 
Barnstable, Mass., a professional nurse, 
upon the charge of murdering Mary D. 
Gibbs, suspicions also resting upon her of 
murdering Mrs. Gordon, sister of Mrs. 
Gibbs, and Mr. and Mrs, A. P. Davis, their 
father and mother, all of whom had been 
attended by Jane Toppan in the capacity of 
nurse. She is also suspected of the murder 
of three other persons. The evidence in this 
case is stronger than that against Mrs. Wit- 
wer, as poison has been found in the stom- 
achs of two of the deceased persons. The 
accused woman shortly after their decease 
attempted to commit suicide herself. 

If these two women are guilty of the awful 
crimes charged against them there is an ap- 
parent lack of motive in the first case. Mrs. 
Witwer does not seem to have profited in 
any way by the numerous deaths of which 
some think she may have been the cause, 
nor does there appear to be any special rea- 
son why she should have removed people in 
such a wholesale manner. Miss Toppan had 
been employed as nurse in the Davis family 
for years, and in the Brigham family, three 
members of which died suddenly, she was 
regarded almost as a daughter. It is said 
that she owed Mr. Davis money and that 
some money which was on the person of one 
of the women she nursed could not be found 
after her death. If money was her motive 
her crimes got for her only about $1,200. 

It is not safe yet to assume that either 
woman is guilty. If their guilt shall be es- 
tablished, and if it shall appear also that 
Miss Toppan did not benefit in a pecuniary 
way by the deaths laid at her door, it will 
have to be assumed that both these women 
had an abnormal love of killing, induced by 
that same species of insanity which inspired 
Nero and Lucrezia Borgia in their alleged 
butcheries. Perhaps the latter lady should 
not be used as a comparison, as recent critics 
have discovered she was an estimable per- 
gon and not given to the habit of poisoning 
those who stood in her way or offended her, 
as has been-charged so freely. Nero, how- 
ever, has not yet been relieved from the odi- 
um which attaches to his name, though ex- 
tenuating circumstances have been found 
and he may yet be acquitted altogether. It is 
to be hoped both the women charged with 
these awful crimes ill be able to establish

their ignocence. It is not pleasant to believe 
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that any persons, least of all women, can be 
so depraved and brutalized as to commit 
murder by wholesale. 


DECADENCE OF HALLOWEEN. 

It is a matter of common observation 
that holidays and anniversaries are likely 
to dritt away from their original purpose 
and character. This.tendency can be seen 
in almost every case, but nowhere perhaps 
so clearly as with Halloween. It is bad 
enough that the religious aspect of Thanks- 
giving and of Christmas should be obscured 
by the dominant interest in eating turkeys 
and in exchanging presents. Halloween 
has shown a steady degeneration that is in 
the direction not only of forgetting the mean- 
ing of the occasion and so of introducing 
irrelevant customs, but of falling into prac- 
tices which could not on any occasion at ul 
be regarded as appropriate or even endur- 
able. 

In the first place, a legitimate cause for 
complaint may be found in the gradual 
abandonment of the delightful observances 
which were formerly universal. The bob- 
bing for apples; the cutting up of a cake 
in which were secreted the ring, the penny, 
and the key which promised to their re- 
spective discoverers a lover, a fortune, or 
vast learning; the throwing of apple-parings 
over one’s shoulder and the consequent at- 
tempt to trace in the convolutions the 
initials of the name of one’s future mate— 
all these things, and others like them, are 
giving way to the more ordinary methods 
of entertaining. Fanciful customs die out 
before the advance of the militant chafing- 
dish. The “sanctified by usage” has not 
much chance nowadays against the “ latest.” 

But if this were the only charge that 
could be brought against Halloween as at 
present observed perhaps it would hardly 
bé worth the making. The most serious 
charge, however, is of another kind. The 
innocent pranks of the years gone by have 
taken a modern guise which they shouid 
not long be allowed to retain. The over- 
turning of wooden sidewalks did little harm; 
the exchanging of signs did not cause much 
trouble; and even the vagrant bean, alight- 
ing unexpectediy on one’s cheek, did not 
altogether spoil the pleasure of the day. 
The present customs are different. They in- 
clude burning a wagon on a street car track 
and ‘the destruction of other property. They 
countenance assaulting a girl with soot- 
bags. They mean waylaying pedestrians 
and maltreating them. This is not fun. 
It is nothing but innate brutality availing 
itself of an excuse to come to the surface. 

There is no reason why men should be 
beaten and women insulted simply because 
the next day is the Ist of November. The 
police should see that certain young black- 
guards are brought to understand this. 
There is no day or occasion. which can cx- 
cuse the perpetration of such outrages as 
this city witnessed night before last. Hal- 
loween has become a degenerate, and should 
be suppressed. It has come to belong to 


all the hoodlums 3 all the saints. 


THE LOW FARE QUESTION. 

The people of this city will not conclude 
that they should and really de wunt com- 
pensation rather than reduced car fares 
merely because of newspaper reiterations to 
that effect. They are intelligent enough to 
“see through a mere grand stand declara- 
tion that “ the companies should be required 
to furnish a seat for every fare” when that 
declaration goes along with an entirely neg- 
ative attitude on that subject and is followed 
by the astonishing pretense that “ the four- 
cent fare forstanding-room . . will en- 
courage the traction companies to increase 
the straps instead of increasing the seats.” 

The Chicago public may be deceived when 
several papers editorially give the impres- 
sion that a distant city like Edinburg, Scot- 
land, manages its own tramway service 
whereas the lines, being pwned by the city, 
are, in fact, operated by a private company 
under a twenty-one-year lease. But that 
public has, by several years of cumulative 
thinking on the local traction question, be- 
come too intelligent to be deluded respecting 
its obvious essentials. The masses know, 
at least, despite all representations or 
preachments to the contrary, that their dom- 
inant desire respecting that question is for 
the lowest possible fares, and distinctively 
for the principle of low fares as against 
“ compensation.” Nor will they regard with 
confidence any efforts on the part of advo- 
cates of the opposite and now declining 
doctrine to stampede the Council into throw- 
ing over its Transportation committee and 
hurrying the whole subject into the hands 
of a proposed new body guaranteed ~ 


tle it within a week.“ 

The public is less clear —because it has 
thought less of it - concerning the need for 
postponing the determination of the fare 
question until the desired physical reorgan- 
ization of car routes, equipment, subways, 
tunnels, and other facilities has been deter- 
mined and the financial aspects of the whole 
enterprise have been ascertained. Nor has 
it fully realized the imperative necessity of 
accomplishing these results through exten- 
sive expert investigations made by the city 
prior to any “settlement.” It hasgnot, in- 
deed, yet passed altogether beyond the May- 
or’s superficial notion as to the scope and de- 
mands of this problem. Any pretense, how- 
ever, by press or public.official that the peo- 
ple of the city are indifferent to the subject 
of low fares and prefer “ compensation ” 
thereto will be swiftly falsified the first mo- 
ment the people get a direct chance to falsify 
it. They do not believe it just or expedient 
to subject street car passengers, and so the 
circulatory system of the community, to 
special taxation—and happily sophisticated 
arguments to the contrary serve chiefly for 
their mental discipline. 


“FAIR CASH VALUE.” 

The Supreme Court has declared that it 
is the duty of the State Board of Equaliza- 
tion “to assess the capital stock of cor- 
porations, including the franchises, at the 
fair cash value thereof.“ The court also 
prescribes certain methods which the board 
should follow in assessing corporations, but 
it expressly disclaims any attempt to con- 
trol the discretion or judgment of its mem- 
bers as to what is “the fair cash value” 
of the capital stock and franchises of the 
corporations which are to be assessed. 

There is a fear in some quarters that 
the State board will be driven by the de- 
cision of the Supreme Court into making 
“fair cash value” assessments which will 
in some instances be so high as to involve 
ruinous taxation, There are corporations 
shares of whose capital stock command twice 
their par value when any of them are sold. 
There are some persons who say that the 
“fair cash value” of the capital stock 
of such a corporation is twice the face value 
of that stock. Were this rule of assess- 
ment adopted heavy and probably unjust 
taxation would ensue. pee 

It is not to be assumed, however, that 


the State board will deduce the value of 
the capital stock of a corporation from oc- 
casional sales of its shares. It is more likely 
the board will take it for granted that ir 
j all the capital stock were offered for sale 
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on the day the assessment is made it would 
not bring much more than par. It is easy 
to see how a person would pay a higher 
price proportionately for an imterest in a 
well managed and profitable company if he 
knew the management was to remain un- 
changed than he would pay for the whole 
concern if there were to be a new manage- 
ment. 

Doctors still disagree as to the way in 
which the fair cash value of the capital 
stock and franchises of corporations shall 
be arrived at. It may be a long time be- 
fore a really satisfactory solution’ of this 
question has been worked out. . It is not so 
easy as some people think it is to hit on 
the middle road between too low a rate of 
taxation, which is unfair to owners of other 
classes of property, who resent the dis- 
crimination, and too high a rate, which drives 
away existing corporations and prevents the 
establishment of new ones. : 

It is reasonably safe to say that the State 
board will not put on the capital stock 
of corporations excessive assessments, com- 
pelling them to pay taxes proportionately 
higher than real estate has to pay. But it 


will be extremely difficult for the board, 


no matter how ingenious it may be in ar- 
riving at low “fair cash values,” to repeat 
the inexcusably low assessments of the 
capital stock of some corporations made 
by it during recent years.
